States together with iron hands, in a figurative 
and literal sense—and which,while they encotn- 
age and rewaid individual enterprise, must do 
much towaids abolishing illiberal feelings and 
sectional prejudices, and thus strengthen the 
bond of Union. 


Nor are the great principles of morality and 


religion, without which no Iree government can 
long exist, neglected in this country at the pres- 
ent time. 
The press is exerting its mighty in- 


fluence in favor of these great objects—and in- 
dividuals, distinguished for their talents and 
their goodness, are engaged in every town in 
inculcating the pure and elevated doctrines of 
morality, as taught by the Saviour of mankind. 


The cause ot temperance and humanity is on- 


ward—and this nation is already begining to 
reap the mighty benefitsjwhich will inevitable fol- 
low the annihilation of the loathsome vice of in- 
temperance. The inmates of our prisons,nur poor 
houses and our asylums are rapidly 
diminish- 


ing in number—and comfort and hope have en- 
tered dwellings which have long been abodes of 
wretchedness. When we reflect on the magnitude 
of the benefits,both physical and moral,which will 
accrue to this countiy, by the triumph of Tem- 
perance, one cannot help wondering that every 
man, who feels an interest in the welfare of h:s 
fellow men, does not a-sist, both by example and 
precept, in accomplishing the great work. 


And the cause of Religion is onward, too. 
In 


this country, religion is not a political machine, 
designed to strengthen a corrupt or despotic gov- 
ernment. It is found in the hearts of the people. 
Here we have no established church, nor laws 
compelling the people to support a clergy—and 
yet, proh:ibly, in no country is religious worship 
on the Sabbath more strictly observed than in 
New England—and in no counlry is there a more 
learned, devoted and faithlul ministry. Church- 
es are seen in almost every street, in large cities 
—and the tall taperinjr spires, "pointing to the 
skies," indicate to the pnssing traveller the site 
oteveiy village and hamlet 
Religious books, 


and periodicals, and newspapers are scattered 
broadcast through the land—are eagerly sought 
for and read, and exert a mighty influence in aid 
of the efforts of the Pteacher, who occupies the 
sacred desk—and large sums are voluntarily and 
cheerfully furnished every year, to extend the 
blessings of the Gospel to other lands, and to aid 
in various impoitant religious pnurpriseK. 


Such is out country. Such are the blessings 


which we enjoy, and which it is incumbent on 
every man to cherish and transmit to his chil- 
den. 
Public opinion is the great lever which 


moves the destinies ot our country, and every 
man, however humble his condition,can and will 
tiMist in establishing public opinion. It is there- 
fore important that all doctrines and ideas,which 
tend directly or indirectly to the subversion of 
sound, moral or religious principles, and social 
order, should be indignantly rebuked and reject- 
ed. 
A CONSERVATIVE system should prevail,nnd 


opinions and habiU which have the veneruble 
sanction ot lo»g experience, and which were 
cherished by our ancestor!— which secured their 
welfiire, and gave them the capacity of selfgov- 
prnment, should be respected and maintained. 
Our government, which will ever take its tone 
from the character of a people, would thus be 
wisely administered ; and although '• the rains 
might descend, the floods come, and the winds 
blow," it would stand firm and strong, (or " it 
will be founded on* rock."—Boston Jour.
